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■ The non-denominotional University of Windsor is a 
rapidly-expanding institution with historic roots dating back 
to the founding of Assumption College in 1857. It includes 
the federated Assumption University and affiliated Canterbury 
(Anglican), Holy Redeemer and Iona (United Church) Colleges 
New facilities costing $25,000,000.00 have been provided in 
the last seven years and on additional $15,000,000.00 will be 
added in tho next five. A full range of courses is offered in 
arts and science, business administration, engineering (five 
courses), nursing, and physical and health education. Courses 
«n low and social sciences are planned. Ten programmes 
leading to Ph.D. degrees and more than 20 masters and 
honours courses offer a wide range of opportunities for study 
and research, the latter supported by more than $400,000.00 
of sponsored research in 1965-66. Full-time enrollment of 
2,400 in 1965-66 may number 5,000 by 1970. An additional 
2,000 attend evening and summer school. 


The new biology building was recently completed and occupied 
in January of 1966. Four greenhouses on the roof assist in 
the study of botany.
